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CBH were interviewed in July at 
various L.A. locations during their forth 
U.S. tour. CBH were interviewed by 
Flipside during their first tour 4 years 
ago, since then this band have accomp¬ 
lished a lot: they have compleated one 
tour to Japan and will return this 
winter. They will also make it to Aust¬ 
ralia this fall. They have a new LP out 
"Midnight Madness And Beyond" that 
is available domestically. They also 

have a new drummer, Kye, who 
replaced Wilf who is now married and 
living in Texas. 

What ever accomplishments can be 
made in this scene, CBH seem to be 
making them. But with their success 
and popularity CBH catch a lot of slag, 
like the Raunch Records article in a 
recent MRR. Because they are the "big 
guys", a lot of less talented or ambit¬ 
ious bands and people pick them for 
petty "rockstar" name calling and 
ignorant accusations. I just wish every¬ 
body could deal with "success" as well 
as CBH.

Al: So how did you like Japan? 

Colin: Oh it was really good! Brilliant! 
It took 50 hours to get there, we got 
stuck at air ports... when we got their 
we had to go straight to the first gig... 
we were tired but the crowd were bril¬ 
liant - just looking out and see all these 
really happy faces. They were just 
smiling and laughing. All the people 
were really nice and polite. We got to 
our first hotel and for everyone of us 
there were enormous boquets of flowers 
with cards saying "welcome to Japan." 
We spent a whole day in Tokyo just 
doing interviews with all these 
magazines - they're really thick and 
you read them backwards! They took 
us out for their traditional meal, which 
was sushi, it was really discusting! Ha 

ha. All the people were so nice.... And 
the gigs, we'd go on stage at like 6 in 
the evening, and they were all really 
well organized. 

Al: I thought they would have really 
high tech sound systems... 

Colin: Oh yeah, the equipment was 
really good. 

Ross: This company Tokai really liked 
us and gave us two guitars and a bass. 
Colin: What ever they had there was 
really good quality. They have digital 
clocks on their lighters... 

Al: Ross, I've noticed that you guys are 
playing a lot faster on this tour than 
last time. 

Ross: Yeah, we're tighter, it's more 
energy. It's better. 

Al: Do you think you loose the melody? 
Ross: No. It's there, just more energy. 
We have a different drummer, we can 
go faster... 

Al: I guess we'll be hearing faster stuff 
on the next LP? 

Jock: More concentrated energy. We're 
into the faster stuff because you have 

less time to think about what's going 
on around you on stage, you just play. 
Al: What guitarists do you like right

Al: What about the new metal bands?

Al: What do you think when you read 
things like what Raunch Records had 
to say, that you only play large halls 
and won't talk to people? 

Ross: I guess when we played Salt Lake 
City they tried to talk to us - and for 
some reason they didn't and that upset 
them. 

Jock: The other day in Tuscon I went 
to a record store with Agnostic Front, 
who were doing an in store. The guy 
at the store didn't know I was in GBH, 
so he said to Dave (Agnostic Front): 
"Last time CBH were here they 
wouldn't talk to anyone". Finally they 
told him I was in CBH... But see how 
rumors can start - this was one kid, who 
is probably well respected because he 
has a nice record shop, and all because 
we didn't talk to him at one time. We're 
just people, we don't walk around going 
"who the fuck should we talk to now?"... 
Al: You guys are a bit shy... 

Jock: And people take that the wrong 
way! 

Ross: If you're not in a band, it's ok !o 






have any mood, but if you're ina bad 
mood and you're in a band then people 
take it as like your having a "rockstar" 
attitute. I'm not usually in a bad mood, 
but I'm usually not in a mood to 
socialize. 

Al: But you've now been answering all 
the bands mail... 

Ross: Yeah, I like to do that. 

Al: Don't you like to answer mail Jock? 
Jock: Right now I've been sorting my 
own life out, for about the last year, 
seeing where my wife and I fit in... The 
whole movement, punk, the whole thing 
has gotten older and changed. It's 
stretched really far, it's taken 10 years 
but it's stretched from 10 year old kids 
going to gigs to about 40 year olds. 
We're about 24, so we're right in the 
middle. The range encompasses every¬ 
thing. And I could see it including entire 
families. In Denver there were about 
10 kids at the show between 8 and 13 
and they were dancing with older kids 
and were knocking the shit out of each 
other. No fighting. Just having good 
fun. The older people were in there but 
mostly around the sides and in the back. 
It was a whole community there, it was 

a really good scene. The main thing 

is sorting yourself out - before worrying 
about world problems. 

Al: So Kye, you are CBH's new 
drummer! 

Kye: Yeah, I am. 4 years ago on CBH's 
first German tour I met them. I was 
in a band called Napalm and we supp¬ 
orted them, got to know each other and 
had a good time. Then I went to 
America and was staying in San Fran¬ 
cisco where I hooked up with CBH and 
became a roadie for their tour. Since 
then we have been in contact until Feb¬ 
ruary of this year the asked me to aud¬ 
ition for drums. 

Al: What happend to Napalm? 

Kye: Oh they broke up before I even 
came to America. I was in another band 
called Ramonas Revival Band and we 
played the Ramones whole fuckin' set. 
It was great. 

Al: I've noticed that CBH seem a lot 




faster now, is that your contribution? 


Kye: Yeah. I guess, I did play fast in 
Napalm. We had song that were real 
short, 2, 3 chords up and down that's 
it, that's what I like. CBH are much 
more experienced and more exciting 
to play with. When they asked me to 

play drums there was just no question 
for me... 

Al: And this is your first tour, and you 
come to America. 

Kye: Actually when I was here before 
I was drumming around with Condemned 
to Death a few years ago at the Vats 
in San Francisco. I was there for about 
5 months. 

Al: Colin, you changed the lyrics in 
"Drugs Party" tonight.... 

Colin: Yeah, "Wilt's living in Texas and 
he's getting fat!". He just lost interest. 
He was getting lazier on stage... 

Al: It seems like you wrote a lot of 
"Midnight Madness..." about touring. 
Colin: Yeah, during the last U.S. tour 
and in Japan. We have six new songs 
since Kye has joined - we'll have a new 
LP out in September. We still have 
some songs recorded with Wilf. 

Al: What about that song "Sams Our 
Leader"... 

Colin: That's just my views on 

America... we've got a good system 
worked out where I write the lyrics 
first, then make a verse up and keep 
singing tha^ until we get a good pattern 
going, then I put he rest of the lyrics 
in. We get a lot of our stuff from just 
jamming. We're still learning as we 
go along - we've only just started! I 
mean we don't have any long term 
goals, but each year we have achieve¬ 
ments; last year we went to Japan, and 
were looking forward to going back. 

Al: Are there any messages you want 
to put across lyrically? 

Colin: I like them to make sense, either 
as a story, like tales of yesterday, or 


as comments. All of my lyrics have 
meaning, but then there's songs like 
"Bellend Bop" which is a fun song, but 
still is a story. A lot of people who 
know the band or are in the band know 
exactly what the songs are about, but 
other people who are into us or know 
us, read between the lines and find the 
truth. Someone who is not in the band 
might not understand the lyrics fully. 
Like "Gimmie Fire" could be about 
pyromania, but it's a rasta term about 
somebody who smokes pot. 

Al: What about "Needles and Pins"... 
Colin: That ahs two meanings as well, 
to me it like stay away from drugs, 
heavy drugs that you inject. They lyrics 
paint a picture of an acupuncturist whos 
like perverted. You can create a spark 
in peoples mind by just a few lyrics - 
then it gets them thinking.

Joey: But in Chicago he went to jail... 
Joy: How did all this come about? 

Bill: Well, first of all, you're 
starving. You end up in Chicago to find 
out you're not playing. We've got no 
money and no food. We look at the 
drummer and say,"Scoopy...come forth." 
So Scoopy come out because we figured 
he can jump the counter and steal some 
Big Macs for the boys. So he jumps over 
the counter, grabs the Big Macs and 
there just happens to be an off-duty 
cop there at the door. So he jumps in, 
grabs Mike, or Scoopy, as it was, Scoopy 
escapes and Mike is left holding the 
bag. 

Mike S.: So the cop throws the Big Macs 
away and I said,"Dude, If I wasn't 
hungry I wouldn'd have taken them!" 

Bill: So he went to jail and...how’d we 
get you outa there? We had to get some 
money sent to us via Western Union 
or something...A few days later in 
Chicago again, he was writing on a wall 
and a good citizen reported him to the 
police and they drove up and grabbed 
him and they grabbed me because I had 
beer and you can't carry beer - even 
if it's closed - in a park in Chicago. So 
we stayed in jail twice in Chicago. We 
sang Kiss songs when we were in jail. 

Al: Are you writing all the new songs. 
Bill? 

Bill: No, I write the lyrics. Joey and 
I, up to this point have written the 

music and Mike and Michael have a lot 
of input, too. 

Al: So is there a message you've always 
tried to come across in your lyrics? 
Subconciously or otherwise? 

Bill: It's boring, it's kinda corny, the 
simplist message is "Imagine all the 
people living in harmony". Imagine. 
That's the greatest lyrics in the world. 
It may be stupid to THINK people in 
the world can all get along...but we're 
all in this together. 

Gus: I remember you guys being on 
Dusty Street's show. How did you get 
on that? 

Joey: She liked us! 

Gus: Did she get in touch with you 
guys? 

Joey: Yeah! I used to work at the 
Wherehouse in Pasadena right around 
the corner to KROQ and she called me 
up one day and asked if we wanted to 
do an interview... 

Bill: She plaved "One Tin Soldier" and 
"Court Jester". Let me get back to your 
question, Al. There are so many little 
things we are trying to get across. But 
those things can be interpreted in many 
different ways for the individual. We 
don't to tellje^e what to cfcj^we

set up songs where there's ideas. It's 
pretty ambiguous. One person might 
get something different out of it than 

I would. 

Joey: I hate that, man! (Points to flag). 
Bill: I feel a big burn above my head. 
Joey: I don't care for that at all. 

Bill: You don't? Well, it's just Kenny, 
then... 

(Bill proceeds to bring down the flag) 

Bill: So...Our songs are about going 
surfing and eating popsicles! 

Joey: Ya know...some people think 
we're turning glam. How can you just 
"turn glam"? 

(Lotsa talk about local bands going glam 
and glam fashion) 

Bill: We wear what we want to wear- 
whatever's comfortable. 

Joey: Music comes first. Image is 

secondary. 

Bill: If the majority of people who 
listens to music cared as much of music 
as image and fashion, then bands like 
Mad Parade. MIA, Social 
Distortion...those bands would be Top 
40 radio...but it's not. 

Dave: How do you identify with the 
punk scene? 

Bill: It's cool... 

Joey: Well, two years ago, there were 
alot of bands are mellowing down. Like 
MIA, you hear their first album, the 
Genocide thing, and you hear their 
"Notes From the Underground". I like 
that album! I like everything they're 
ever done but everyones changing... 

Al: He just likes Mike. 

Joy: How much do you like Mike?! 

Bill: Oh, he likes him a WHOLE lot! 


Al: Do you like his new tan? 

(Talk goes on about Mike Conley's 
bitchen tan and tattoos) 

Al: Anyway, back to the question... 

Joey: Like the Brigade, 7 Seconds are 
changing 'cause they're on BYO...but 
all these bands are changing to more 
mSlodic stuff. That's great. I kinda like 
the Brigade's new album... 

Bill: When we first started off, we 
never tried to pretend we were a 
hardcore band.l don't know how to sing 
that! We play what we know how and 
that's what it is...It's what we've done 
all along. 

Joey: If you become a better musician, 
you're going to change your music style. 
Bill: As long as the energy and the 
excitement is there. We're doing what 
we feel is us. 

Joey: When we played in Ohio, they 
said,"We should have booked you with 
punk bands" or "We should have booked 
you with hardcore bands"... 

Bill: What's the difference? Are they 
saying you can't listen to both kinds 
of music? When it first started out in 
LA, you could see all kinds of 
bands...The Go-Go's, the Weirdos, the 
Screamers...and those bands were all 
different. But it didn't matter. But now 
it's "are you this type of band, or this 
type of band..." It's nonsense. 

Joey: Remember when the Stray Cats 
were out? It was the rockabilly 
thing...then it was the mod thing..-now 
it's the glam thing. What's next? Early 
punk rock? Pistols? Generation X? 

Bill: If we can appeal to more than just 


a punk audience, to hippies, whatever, 
that's great. I don't want to limit myself 
to one kind of person, but... 

Gus: Everythings getting more 

mainstream. 

Bill; I don't understand that...Who 
dictates what's popular? 

Gus: D J's... 

Bill: So people settle for whatevers on 
the radio. What's really silly is that in 
the 50's, Chuck Berry and Little 
Richard and Jerry Lee Lewis- they were 
Top 40 radio. They were the happening 
bands and they were Top 40.Today the 
happening bands aren't Top 40. I don't 
know where it screwed up but between 
the 50's and now- the hit bands aren't 
the Top 40 bands. 

Joey: In the pop business, especially 
in this punk rock business, either you 
gotta have a gimmick or nostalgia. 
Vandals, Doggy Style...thy've got a 
gimmick. Doggy Style, they’ve got the 
name and what they do on stage- 
they're a funny fuckin' band to watch! 
But you gotta have that or 
Nostalgia-look at Social Distortion, 
they've been around for years. Black 
Flag... 

Bill: But if you got a gimmick you've 
got to be able to craw! from under them 
or thay start becoming stupid. Like 
Devo-what are they going to do for an 
encore? If you're bigger than your 
gimmick, that's cool but if you're not, 
you're stuck...So I always wonder, when 
people lookat us, what are they 
thinking...how are they feeling...

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VICIOUS CIRCLE were interviewed 
at Flipside in June 1986. 
««««««« -* »»»>»»»» 
Al: So, how big of a band are you in 
Australia? 

Alby: Well, as far as punk bands go we 
are about the most popular, the most 
well known... 

Paul: We play around the most, we have 
the most records out, we've done 8 
tours of Adelade, 4 tours of Sydney... 
Alby: We regularly get radio play, the 
alternative charts. PBS, RRR and in 
certain music papers. We also get into 
music charts that punk bands don't get 
into... 

Al: What are some bands on those 
charts... 

Alby: Hudu Gurus, Screamin Tribesmen, 
all the trendie bands. Everything that 
we have released has been in this 
national top 10, which reflects how well 
our records do in the record shops. 

Al: So how many record sales are we 
talking about? 

Alby: Half a thousand. See even big 
bands in Australia, like the Birthday 
Party only sell 2% thousand records. 
Dave: The audience isn't that big for 

virtually underground bands. 

Paul: Duran Duran and stuff like that 
is real popular and sells thousands and 
thousands... Independant bands sell a 
lot less plus up in Sydney is the only 
plant that can cut records, which is 
EMI, and that's where most independant 
bands go. They've got a monopoly or, 
the situation, which makes it hard to 
get a record out quickly. 

Dave: It took me six months to get the 
Civil Dissident ep cut there... 

Al: Are you talking about pressing or 
mastering? 

Dave: Mastering for everything is done 
there, ail of Vicious Circles stuff was 
mastered at EMI, the pressings were 
done at Powerworks, which is a subsid¬ 
iary of EMI anyway. 


Al: How do you guys feel about having 
to deal with EMI? 

Paul: It's the only choice we've got - 
except to send the records over here 
or to England to be made. It's the 
sacrifice we have to make for the time 
and the money. 

Alby: People go through big companies 
everyday just ot buy thier food, and 
to survive. We have to deal with it, if 
we want our records out, we have to 
deal with EMI. 

Les: There are a few other plants 
around, but they are not worth dealing 
with. 

Dave: People look at the quality of the 
record, if it is badly cut, which was the 
problem with the first Depression single 
which was done at a place other than 
EMI, it came out really bad, and people 
didn't want to buy it or listen to it. 

Al: How much do your records sell for 
in Australia? 

Alby: Ten bucks, singles are about 
three. Commercial records sell for 
about 12.99 for LP. Imports from 
America or the UK sell for about 18 
or 19 dollars. 

Dave: The "Peace" LP sells for about 
24 dollars. 

Al: How many people show up at your 
gigs? 

Alby: It depends on where we play, if 
we play the Prince of Wales (a local 
Melbourne club), we get about 5 or 600 
people. Average about 2 or 300 at most 
shows. Not many bands can pack a place 
on a weekend in Melbourne, we happen 
to be one, but it's still really hard to 


get gigs 

Dave: All the gigs are in the city 
almost no bands play out in the suburbs. W 
Al: Dave, what happend to your olav\ 
band. Civil Dissident? N, 

Dave: There are so many factors 
involved there; one of our members 
joined the police force, our singer had 
a tragedy in his family - we used to 
practice at his place. I was in other i 
bands since then, but none were as A 
productive as Vicious Circle, I knew U 
all these guys. I've seen every gig these 1 
guys did in Melbourne for the last two I 
years so I knew all the songs! t 

Paul: We just started jamming, and it V 
flowed so we asked Dave to join. 

Alby: Then we added a new bass player, 
but that didn't work out too well!! . 
(Keith, formerly of Condemned 
Death from San Francisco, temporally 
joined). It just didn’t work with us as 
a five piece, me playing extra guitar, 
the sound was getting real bad, and the t 
only way we could think to fix it was J 
to go back to a four piece. 

Paul: It was less confusing with four 
members.... 

Dave: It was a better chemistry, we 
work better together. 

AI:What kind of a guitar sound were 
you looking for Les, I know you like a 
lot of metal bands? 

Les: Well we thought we could add 
another guitar and get a fuller sound, 
plus making it easier for me to do 
more.... but I'm influenced by a lot of 
things not just metal, there is an 
influence there, but every song we have 
is an entirely different direction. 





Australia.that Australians are well 
respected. 

Alby: Over here people really seem to 
like Australians, they hear our accent 
and "Oh! Australia!"... And they want 
to give you thier phone number!! Ha 
ha. (laughter). 

Dave: The Paul Hogan thing is just to 
give an American an identity of what 
an Australian is, if you can get people 
to fall for some thing as corny as that 
guy can conjure up..., 

Les: We don't even hear anything about 
Paul Hogan... 

Al: I heard it was illegal to take photos 
of the Aborigines? 

Dave: Naw, but it is illegal to take 
photos of U.S. Military bases in 
Australia. I was at a peace march once 
where hundreds of people all took 
pictures of a base. One, two, three and 
everyone took a photo, all a! once. The 
U.S. has a Russian submarine tracking 
station in Melbourne, so in the case of 
a nuclear war, the Russians won't want 
the U.S. to know where their nuclear 
subs are so we are in trouble. 

Les: They get thousands of people out 
for nuclear marches... 

Paul: When people march it is totally 
planned, the police are there watching, 
and it's kept in order... 

....Right now in Australia the "Rambo" 
experience is getting pushed really 
hard. 

Dave: I was amazed to see it here too, 
on Hollywood Blvd. seeing this massive 
poster of this guy with a big gun like 
he's representing what American cul¬ 
ture is turning into. Vietnam youth or 
something. 

Paul: Preconditioning is coming. 

Les: Australia has Rambo t-shirts, 
Rambo knives, Rambo guns... 

Paul: And Rambo kids. 

Alby: American companies want the 
American dream to be the Australian 
dream. 

Dave: It's scary to think that some 
people in America get elected because 
of what they represented on the screen. 
It's really scary to think about, like if 
Stallone ran for office, what he repre¬ 
sents...... 

The government that is in Australia 
now, were voted in on the promise of 
stopping uranium mining, soon as they 
got in they scrapped that idea. 
Australia has got the largest uranium 
mine in the world.

Alby: i mean they are there, but if 
there are five people walking down the 
street, chances are one will have a 
mohawk, one will be a skin, one will 
have long hair and one will be carrying 
a skateboard. They all hang out with 
each other. 

Les: The police don't bust up parties 
in Australia, they might give you a time 
to stop or tell you to turn down.... 

Dave: There's not this "no punk rock 
allowed in this city" type of thing that 
goes on here. 

Paul: Our shows got cancelled in River¬ 
side and at Toxic Shock by the police 
saying "no punk rock". 

Dave: It's too bad they got cancelled, 
but at the same time the whole attitude 
towards this tour was to have a holiday, 
have a few gigs, have a bit of fun, meet 
the people and just get experienced in 
the different culture. ' 

Al: Dave, since you are a skater, and 
you publish your own skatezine “Perfect 
Transition", what was the skating like 
here. 

Dave: Well I didn't do much skating in 
San Francisco, but I did get to Thrasher 
for an interview and to check them out, 
L.A., the terrain is just unlimited for 
skating, Everybody in Australia jsut 
looks up to American as being the 
dream - the capitol of skateboarding, 
because that's where it ail started and 
where it's ai! made. It's just great to 
be able to skate here. 

Al: You put out tapes as well? 

Dave: Yeah... "Stone The Flamin' 
Crows" is a compilation tape I did with 
45 different bands, it encompases about 
7 years covering the hardcore scene 

Al: What happened to your fanzine 
"Regression" Aiby? 

Alby: I just didn't have the time to do 
it anymore, especially when I had to 
get a job, there just wasn't enough hours 
in a day. Working, practicing in the 
band, playing gigs, answering mail, and 
you want to have a bit of time just to 
relax.

"Piastonalia", Opole, Poland, 9 May 86 § 

According to the people I was j 
visting with in' Gliwice (in Poland's p 
industrial South) there aren't any 1 
concert venues in their country. 

It seems that most shows are put 
on by student organizations and those 
shows tend to be all day events. My 
friend Jacek wanted to go to this part¬ 
icular show 80 or so kilometers (99.7 
miles) west of Gliwice so he and I and 
Andrew drove to the University in 
Opole. 

Originally proposed as a pop concert; 
it eventually evolved into a rather 
punky and reggae event. We got there I 
early enough to discover there would : 
be a minor problem because ! didn't : 
have a student ID (shows are only open = 
to Opole students and their student j 
guests). Jacek told us to wait, so ? 
Andrew and I sat down to watch some ! 
kids sniff glue oh-so-covertly while he : 
went to find me a guest ticket. [ 

Once inside, we milled about for : 
awhile until Jacek spotted Robert : 
Brylewski, apparently one of the better : 
known musicians on the scene, belong- : 
ing to at least three groups simutan- [ 
eously; (punkish) Armia and Izrael and : 
Kultura (both Reggae bands), each \ 
group expressing something slightly dif- ; 
ferent for him. 1 

After talking with Robert and mis- : 
sing the first couple of bands, I excused : 
myself to view the show from the back- : 
stage balcony. It was typical "College : 
Clown" show with amateur security j 
guards and stage crew wandering aiml- ; 
essly to and fro, seemingly with no : 
purpose in life except to clutter an j 
already cluttered stage. j 

The solitary spotlight operator j 
seemed to get bored quite early on and = 
played the light on everything and i 
everybody except the featured j 
performer. : 

The first group I saw was PIERSI j 
and the audience was involved in a j 
community pogo. The band was an \ 
energetic combo capable of pulling off ■ 
slower, change of pace songs with ease : 
and style. They were followed by TZN : 
XENNA who showed early Brit-punk | 
leanings. Technical problems plagued = 
the group's set and they were unable | 
to find their stride. \ 

DEZERTER, one of the few bands : 
allowed to release vinyl in Poland (ther : 
are no indie records there), is a : 
creative, no-nonsence, chaotic, semi— ; 
dirge styled group whose singer prowled | 
the stage endlessly while shouting the i 
lyrics above the music. They were fol- : 
lowed by the less-than exciting T. LOVE : 
ALTERNATIVE whose high point was \ 
their opener which translated to ; 


"Mother, Buy Me A Tank". 

Singer PAWEL KELNER fronted 
his own band in a too short set of 
energetic numbers that almost brought 
me out of the stupor T. LOVE had 
brought on, but the evening was begin¬ 
ning to wear on me and the less hardy 
in the crowd were reacting to the cold 
and the energy drain. 

APOGEUM is New Age band gone 
mad, showing touches of the old No 
Wave influences. James Chance/White 
and James Blood Ulmer don't seem to 
be strangers to these boys. They made 
me feel like they could make a dynamic 
album with little work. The crowd at 
this point was thinning considerably 
as it was well past 11 and by then 
numbered only about 900 of the most 
dedicated, many of whom came only 
to see raggae bands KULTURA and 
IZRAEL. 

KULTURA's singer announced they 
were only allowed to play for 15 
minutes, apparently because the show 
was running very late. They then broke 
into a roots-raggae groove which 
brought the lagging crowd to life and 
caused scores to mount the stage to 
dance arm to arm, in addition to those 
dancing in the aisles. They almost made 
me forget the night's cold and they 
generated the first really enthusiastic 
applause of the evening. 

About 25 minutes into the set stage 
managers began scurrying from 
musician to musician trying to get them 
to stop playing, finally cutting all power 
and eventually the stage lights. Robert 
Brylewski, Kultura's drummer, kept on 
playing acoustically for several minutes 
(Accompanied by a barely audible 
pianist) while the authorities (police? 
university?) stewed. All the while the 
singer skipped and skanked around the 
stage along with the crowd which was 
absolutely transported by the rhythms. 
When it became apparent the session 
wasn't going to end on its own the 
authorities moved in on the band and 
a couple of scuffles broke out. The 
crowd was alternately chanting "Nie 
bojcie sie!" (don't be afraid) "Nie 
poddawajcie sie! (Don't give up) and 


This was all very exciting for me 
because I had no idea where it was 
heading. Here I was under the yoke 
of communist oppression and here was 
a near-riot threatening. Would the 
authorities let Izrael do a short set, 
would they call in the dogs or would 
the whole thing just peter out? The 
chants went on minute after tense 
minute and it was building to a fever 
pitch. "Izrael!! Izrael!! Izrael!!" The 
stage crew quickly started to tear the 
amps and things slowly calmed down 
as people filtered out. It was a g-eat 
disappointment for the reggae tans. 
They stayed all that time for nothing. 
The students had obviously not allowed 
enough time for all the bands they 
scheduled and simply lopped off the 
headliners' sets. 

An interesting side note is the way 
concerts seem to be staged. There is 
one drum kit and one set of amps that 
everyone uses. The precise opposite 
of the US where every band must haul 
around its own amps and even PA in 
most cases. The Poles do not make 
good or economical equipment and the 
import duties on musical equipment 
are prohibitive so everybody plays on 
shoddy or antique gear. 

On the drive back to Gliwice we 
got stopped by the milicja because I 
was driving with my brights on. Talk 
about your stupid laws. I couldn't put 
up too much of a fight because I hadn't 
actually registered with them where 
I was staying and technically that was 
against the law. I could just see the 
headlines: "MAILMAN THROWN IN 
POLISH CONCENTRATION CAMP." 
What would my mom think? After 
dealing with the ticket I eased down 
the road with the milicja following. 
They finally turned off and I floored 
it out of town.

Husker Du is extraordinary because 
the Minneapolis trio has expanded 
musically without sacrificing its incred¬ 
ible, electric intensity. Alot of hardcore 
bands develop into other areas, but 
usually this also means the tempo is 
slowed down to a semi-crawl or the 
heavy guitars are held back. Not with 
this new and always improving Husker 
Du. Yes, the group's new album contains 
a few acoustic numbers. But, while the 
Husker's have gotten more melodic and 
engagingly folksy, it still (9096 of the 
time) resounds with the energy and 
volume of the best hardcore bands. In 
early May, when the Husker's were in 
town to play a three night stand at 
L.A.'s Roxy Theatre, I had a chance 
to talk to bassist Greg Norton and 
guitarist/vocalist Bob Mould at the 
headquarters of its new label- Warner 
Bros, records in Burbank. 

Jon: How did the signing with Warner's 
come about? Did you approach them 
or did they approach you? 

Greg- We weren't actively seeking out 
any kind of deal. They contacted us and 
we were flattered. This was a while 
ago. We didn't see any reason for 
leaving SST at the time and we put out 
"Flip Your Wig". We kept in touch and 
"Flip Your Wig" sold well and started 
to get more "straight press" from 
Cream and Spin and stuff like that. 
Pretty much the decision was made for 
distribution purposes. Now all these 
kids that walk into their local drug 
store and huy their favorite teen 
magazine can also buy our record at 
the drug store. 

Jon: I know when X signed with Elektra 
that was one of the big reasons for the 
move. Were there any hard feelings 
when you left SST? 

Greg: No, there wasn't any hard 
feelings. SST has retained the back 
catalog. It's not like we said we're going 
to pull out everything out from |gg 

underneath you and we're going to 
demand all this money. We still see 
those guys and talk to them. We were 
recently in New York and Black Flag 
was playing Maxwell's. We were there 
a couple of days early to do things like 
this and Greg Ginn said he'd liked the 
new album better than the last few they 
put out. That was kind of interesting, 
i Jon: One of the things I liked about 
p Husker Du when it was on SST was that 
you could almost count on a new record 
every five or six months. I guess that 
holds true with a lot of SST artists. Are 
you going to be able to continue that 
with Warner or is that now bad 
marketing strategy? 

Greg: They're not actually telling us 
what we should or shouldn't do. We are 
going to take a short break and have 
[ it be a little longer between albums. 

| We have releases three records within 
J the space of a year. Four albums in the 
} last two years. We want to slow down 
I a little to get the listener a chance to 
| catch up. 

I Jon: Did you have a bigger recording 
[ budget with "Candy Apple Grey"? 


Greg; Well,we basically started 
recording the album before we got 
signed with Warners. And we did spend 
a little more time on it just because 
Bob and Grant have gotten a lot better 
at producing. Bob in particular. 

Jon: Yeah, 1 noticed that Bob and Grant 
produced the new album. I always think 
of big record companies assigning some 
hot producer to their bands. 

Greg: Yeah, we got the production 
rights. WeVe ‘not close-minded about 
WO rkihg with' people other than 
ourselves. But 1 certainly wouldn't jump 
into the studio with the first producer 
who said "I want to work with you 
guys". 

Jon: Has there been a backlash by 
die-hard fans because you're now on 
a big label? I remember X got some 
flack when they signed with Elektra. 
Greg: There hasn't really been a 
backlash. I'm sure there were alot of 
people who were anxious about the 
release of the album. They might have 
worried about a major label sell-out. 
But once the album came out and they 
heard "Crystal" (the first cut) they 
probably said, "That's the right band!" 
It's kind of interesting, I've met people 
who have "Candy Apple Grey" and they 
thought it was an SST record. They 
went,"Oh, you're on Warner Brothers 
now?" 

Jon: Yeah, I don't think people look to 
see what label bands are on...There are 
more slow songs on the new album. 
That's a little bit of a departure from 
what you were doing before, which was 
mostly fast songs. Do you feel that 
that's a big leap for you? Or is this a 
logical extension of what you were 
doing before? 

Greg: Possibly a little of all those 
things. Actually, Bob writes a lot of 
his songs on an acoustic guitar. That's 
one song that translates really well live. 
"Flip Your Wig" was more of an up 
record and "Candy Apple Grey" is 
darker and a bit more down. 

Jon: The first album of yours that I got 
was " Metal Circus" which was really 
good hardcore punk. And then with "Flip 
Your Wig" last year, the band really 
seemed to develop. The melodies were 
a lot stronger. The band seemed to 
have grown so much musicallly. How 
do you view the evolution of the band? 
Greg: The way I've seen it is that its 
all a maturing process. When we first 
started in 1979 we all sort of knew how 
to play but we really didn't know how 
to play. We just played as often as we 
could and in the span of seven years 
we've matured as musicians, 
songwriters and producers. It's kind of 
a natural kind of thing. You would hope 
that the more you did something, the 
better you'd get at it. 

Jon: Was there a hard-core scene in 
Minnesota that you identified with or 
belonged to? I was sort of surprised 
when I saw you a few years ago because 
I didn't see a big punk contingent there. 
Greg: When we started in 1979, I guess 
for a lackof a better term, we were 
a punk band. I guess hardcore didn't get 
going until 1981. And in '81 it was our 





















































































































































































































































first time to the west coast. We didn't 
know what hardcore was. We just got 
up there and played real fast and loud. 
We were real abrasive and we jumped 
around a lot and people said,"Wow, what 
a great hardcore band." And people 
started writing that. Wenever really 
considered ourselves hardcore. So the 
audiences would definitely be a quote 
unquote hardcore crowds. I think after 
"Metal Circus" and especially "Zen 
Arcade", a lot of other people started 
noticing the band and they liked the 
band because of the music and not 
because we were into one particular 
thing. So now when I think of Husker 
crowds I think of people who are very 
diverse and have interesting 
backgrounds. 

Jon: Would you ever consider moving 
out of Minnesota to say Los Angeles? 
Or would you stay there no matter how 
practical it would be to move to say 
Los Angeles or New York? 

Greg: Yeah (we'd stay in Minneapolis). 
Actually it's kind of practical staying 
in Minneapolis. For touring in 
particular, its real easy for us to take 
three weeks and totally take care of 
the east coast and take another three 
weeks and do the west coast. And take 
another three weeks and do Texas and 
the south. And then do Canada. If we 
lived out in Los Angeles and we wanted 
to play New York and we played the 
way out and we played the way back, 
we'd be out for three months. 

Jon: When you played the "Mary Tyler 
Moore" theme was that sort of a tribute 
to Minneapolis or was is meant mostly 
as a joke. It's great. I love the song. 
Greg: It was sort of a fun and funny 
thing to start off with. Then it's a real 
nice song. But since we're from Minnea¬ 
polis and we always got the, "Oh, you're 
from Minneapolis, how's Mary Tyler 
Moore?" or "What's Lou Grant up to?"; 
and stuff like that. So we just started 
playing that. 

Jon: I liked the video to that, which 
is merged together with "Makes No 
Sense At All", i thought you did a funny 
job spoofing the whole intro to the 
"Mary Tyler Moore Show". 

Greg: Yeah, it was real windy the day 
we did the shots at the mall. So nobody 
had a hat they wanted to throw. It 
would have gone a block. 

Jon: When I was trying to set up an 
interview with you guys about a month 
ago I was told you were busy shooting 
a new video. Is this now a major league 
production? 

Greg: We shot it on Super 8 and it was 
transferred to video. It's a little grainy. 
It's not a 'rock' video. It has a lot of 
live footage and it has a lot of footage 
of us just sitting around. 

Jon: Which song did you shoot? 

Greg: "Don't Want to Know If You Are 
Lonely". 

Jon: How do you guys decide which song 
you want to cover? You've done some 
really great versions of songs like 
"Eight Miles High" and now the live 
"Helter Skelter" on the new 12 inch. 
Are those just songs you grew up with 
and liked? 


Greg: Yeah. We don't really sit around 
and have meetings saying we have to 
pick four covers this year. It just sort 
of comes up. Like "Eight Miles High" 
the first time we were out on the east 
coast we did a show at Folk City, which 
is a real small place where Dylan first 
played. At the sound check we just 
said,"Let's play 'Eight Miles High" 1 . I 
didn't even know the bass line but I just 
followed along and made it up. So we 
just thought it would be fun for Folk 
City. We played it and it was kinda fun 
and we just kept playing it and then 
we recorded it. Now "Helter Skelter" 
is just a fun one to play live and get 
wild and make alot of noise. Dave 
Pirner from Soul Asylum jumps up and 
sings on that. 

Jon: It's amazing how Minneapolis is 
suddenly all the rage in the rock circles 
because of the number and the quality 
of bands that have come out of there 
- you guys, the Replacements, Soul 
Asylum and of course Prince and his 
related groups. 

Greg: Yeah, but it's always been there. 
It's just about everywhere somethings 
going on. I guess after "Purple Rain" 
got really big the 'writers started 
saying/'Oh, Minneapolis!" and then they 
said, "Wow, there are other things going 
on here too!" Us and the replacements 
were growing and even more writers 
started looking at Minneapolis. But it's 
the same with Athens, Georgia, Boston 
and Austin, Texas. 

(At this point Greg and I were ushered 
into another room. Here Husker 
guitarist-vocalist Bob Mould is waiting 
patiently, having just finished up with 
a separate interview.) 

Bob: You're taping over a Beatles 
album. 

Jon: It's been taped over a number of 
times. It was a Beatles album about 
four years ago. 

Bob: Ok. "Hey Jude" is not that great 
of an album anyway. 

Grant: I was kinda glad we moved in 
here. I wanted to have a cigarette but 
I wasn't sure if that person (usually who 
occupies the office) smoked or not. 

Jon: Are you friends with the 
Replacements? 

Grant: They started shortly after we 
started. Both bands have sort of gone 
on parallel lines. We don't see them a 
lot anymore. They're on the road and 
we're at home or we're on the road and 
they're at home. 

Jon: You never know what you're going 
to get at a Replacements show. They're 
real unpredictable. 

Bob: It's part of them. * 

Jon: Sometimes I get the feeling that 
they're deliberately trying not to 
further their careers, at least in the 
commercial sense. 

Bob: It's hard to say what their goals 
are or what they want to get out of it. 
I'm not sure where they're at. 

Jon: Do you see Husker Du going in a 
certain direction artistically? 

Bob: Each record we work on the 
blueprint and then take it to the studio. 
If we haven't been doing it live then 
we have a little work to do. If we have 









been doing it live than it stays the way 
it is. As far as direction each album 
basically is just the mood of where we 
were at at the time. As far as concious 
change, we're changing all the time. 
It's hard to say if there is a direction 
we're heading for. There's sort of this 
road but there are a lot of detours that 
you can take. There are a lot of 
different gas stations out there. 

Jon: Is is pretty hard writing songs on 
the road? 

Bob: Yeah. It can be done. You can 
write anywhere. In the bathroom if you 
want. I myself tend to take a journal. 

I take notes on road, either mental or 

written notes. Just assimilate 
everything. I have one room at home 
where I just sit and work a lot. I try 
to remember things I saw or was 
thinking about. I open up this exploding 
box of notes. Sometimes I have page 
one from something and page two from 
another and they end up being one song! 
It's like two different universes. It's 
like seeing different images and spitting 
them out. They come out in different 
orders. 

Jon: How about a song like "New Day 
Rising"? What inspires something like 
that? 

Bob; Yeah, its three words. That was 
more of a liberation than a poetic thing. 
It wasn't poetic at all. 

Jon: I thought maybe you had seen a 
beautiful sunset like on the cover of 
the album. You know that album cover 
reminds me of a story Mike Watt had 
told me when Rolling Stone wanted to 
shoot the Minutemen for the magazine. 

At first they had atken some shots at 
the beach. But those pictures were 
rejected by the editors because they 
weren't punk enough. I thought maybe 
you were trying to shatter the whole 
punk stereotype with that cover. 

Bob: No. That was just a pretty obvious 
cover for the title. It should have had 
a sunset. 

Jon: Is there a strong sense of 
community with the bands in 
Minneapolis? It was real strong here 
in LA. But it seems to have died down 
a little. 

Bob: There always has been. We all run 
into each other. Of course it's not a 
very big city. All the bands have a sense 
of responsibilty to the scene. But I think 
all the bands want to be judge 
individually as well and not just be a 
Minneapolis band. It's a real responsible 
i scene. There aren't many bands 
wrecking clubs or anything. That 
doesn't happen. 

Jon: Here we've had problems with the 
police... 

Bob: I think in Minneapolis everyone 
takes the music near and dear to their 
hearts. The music scene is so good for 
Minnesota. It's probably the biggest 
export the state's ever had! 

Jon: It seems like there are a lot more 
home grown bands now. People don't 
feel like they have to move to L.A. or 
New York to make it. I think that's been 
good. 

Jon: It could be interesting, though. If 
you really hated L.A. you could come 


here to live and then write an incredibly 
angry, cutting album. 

Bob:People around the country are all 
different. That's what's great. Bands 
from Georgia have a different way of 
looking at things or getting them 
across. That's what's cool about it. You 
should be able to make it on their own 
terms. 

Greg: I think those bands that feel you 
have to move to L.A. or New York find 
that there are too many people and 
bands out in those areas. 

Jon: Did you get offers from other 
labels? 

Bob: Everybody. 

Jon: How did you decide on Warners? 
Bob: Warners was the most reasonable 
of the labels about listening to our 
concerns about not wanting to be 
packaged or marketed. Don't make a 
big stir, just let us put out records. 
Don't try to make us something we're 

not. 

Greg: They were real sincere. 

Bob: Yeah. You have to grill them about 
why they're interested in you. 'You got 
Van Halen, 11 Top and Dire Straits. 
What do you want us for?'. 

Greg: I think some labels may hear a 
buzz about somebody and they may 
have never heard of them before, but 
they'll say XYZ record company is 
really hot on this band and they're about 
to sign them so they say they'll sign 
us. 

Bob: Warners was the label that was 
interested in us when "Zen Arcade" 
came out. We kept turning them down 
but they were very persistant. When 
we finally sat down to talk to them they 
had some good reasons. 

Greg: My experiences have been very 
good with Warners, as far as publicity 
go . I heard Legal Weapon signed to 
ASM but when they went into the 
studio the company said,"No~don't do 
that, we want you to sound more like 
Bryan Adams. 

Bob: That didn't happen to us. We said 
we didn't want to be the next whoever. 
And they said.'we don't want you to be 
anything else. We like the way you 
sound. 1 

Jon: Do you have a lot of material for 
the next record? 

Bob: We have a lot of songs as always. 
But we haven't gotten together to 
figure out what we're going to do yet. 
We're too busy touring. Then we're 
going to take the summer off and do 
some work on the next record. Maybe 
the albumwill come out early next year. 
It's really up in the air. We're one of 
those bands that have lived and died 
by a timetable for the last five years. 

I just tore the damned thing off the wall 
when we started this tour. I said, 'this 
is silly'. I looked at it and there wasn't 

but five days off and I just said.'l can't 

do this anymore'. I was not going to 
kill myself. We're just going to go home 
and cool out and work on some tunes... 
Jon: Do you have any final words to 
add? 

Bob: No words of wisdom today... 
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That's totally abstract linear construct. 1 
, That's ok, I'm into it because it gets • 
things done. That's why dogs don't build ■ 
buildings and have gigs.

Al: Kevin, how come everytime 7 
Seconds comes to L.A. (which is quite 
often) it is a different band? 

Kevin: A lot of it was finding what was 
working for us, what was happening 
with Steve, because he just had a baby. 
Steve wasn't sure if he wanted to make 
the commitment to tour, because we 
want to go to Europe and another big 
U.S. tour, and just stay busy as much 
as possible. We may even possibly 
re-locate, move out of Reno. 

Al: Really, to where? 

Kevin: A couple of possibilities; maybe 
Seattle Washington, we even considered 
Washington DC. Reno is just so terrbile 
right now, it's ugly, everybody is going 
backwards, the whole scene is into 
ughhhhh.... The main thing is getting 
about 7 people and just pulling our roots 
out of Reno - going. Right now we just 
need a new base and to start fresh. 

But the main thing was getting Steve 
situated, he decided he was not into 
the big touring thing. So we said fine, 
now we can get the line-up solid. This 
line-up is probably the strongest, and 
I've probably said this before, but it's 
the strongest since the 3 piece, back 
in 83 or whatever.

We were good 
friends for a long time, they were gonna 
join awhile back but other things 
happened, we got Ron and Belvy.... It's 
really a pleasure to be in a band with 
these guys, everybody is in good spirits, 
and working hard.... 

A lot of people think that's its a 

cop out that I do keep finding people 
to get involved with 7 Seconds. But 7
